III. CONCLUSIONS 

This small collection represents a collecting made by phanero- 
gamists, only specimens of large size are gathered. 

In many ways, this list gives a general idea of the Bryoflora 
found in low regions between China Sea and the Gulf of Thailand; 
certain species (Calymperes gracilescens^ Thyridium manti, Schloiheimia 
tomentosa, Ochrobryum tiepaletise) are evidently of the Cambodian 
elements. 

Meanwhile, some of the species belong to the intermediate 
elevation, the altitudes given are not above 900ra; these are members 
of the following genera: Rhodobryum, Pterobryopsis, Trachypus, and of 
the faraily Meteoriaceae (Pwnatella, Chaeiomitriopsis, Acroporium), 
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
